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Citizenship Day and Constitution 
Week, 1971 


Proclamation 4077. August 30, 1971 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 

The Constitution of the United States, as Woodrow 
Wilson observed early in this century, “is not a mere 
lawyers’ document: it is a vehicle of life, and its spirit is 
always the spirit of the age.” 

To each new generation of American citizens, this les- 
son comes afresh. To the young of today, it has come dra- 
matically this year with the passage of the Twenty-Sixth 
Amendment, granting full voting rights to those between 
18 and 21 years of age. 

As citizens of all ages join in welcoming these young 
people into the electorate, we can also unite with them in 
recognizing that our Constitution does have a special rele- 
vance for every age. Enduring and timeless, yet it is vital 
and life-giving, affirming as no other written document 
can that the ideals upon which men acted in the early 
days of our Republic are as essential now as they were 
then. 

In commemoration of the signing of the Constitution 
on September 17, 1787, and in recognition of all who 
had attained citizenship during the year, the Congress on 
February 29, 1952, approved a joint resolution (66 Stat. 
9) setting aside the seventeenth day of September of each 
year as Citizenship Day. On August 2, 1956, the Congress 
approved a second joint resolution (70 Stat. 932), request- 
ing the President to designate the week beginning Sep- 
tember 17 and ending September 23 of each year as 
Constitution Week. 

Now, THEREFORE, I, RicHarp Nixon, President of the 
United States of America, direct the appropriate Gov- 
ernment officials to display the flag of the United States 
on all Government buildings on Citizenship Day, Sep- 
tember 17, 1971. I also counsel and urge Federal, State, 
and local officials, as well as religious, civic, educational, 
and other interested organizations to make arrangements 
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for the observance of that day with appropriate 
ceremonies. 

I also designate the period beginning September 17 
and ending September 23, 1971, as Constitution Week; 
and I urge the people of the United States to observe that 
week with appropriate ceremonies and activities in their 
schools and churches, and in other suitable places, to the 
end that our citizens, whether they be naturalized or nat- 
ural born, may have a better understanding of the Con- 
stitution and of the rights and responsibilities of United 
States citizenship. 

In Witness WuHeERrEOF, I have hereunto set my hand 
this thirtieth day of August, in the year of our Lord nine- 
teen hundred seventy-one, and of the Independence of the 
United States of America the one hundred and ninety- 
sixth.

Columbus Day, 1971 


Proclamation 4078. August 31,1971 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 

On Columbus Day, 1971, we honor once more the 
memory of the great captain whose historic voyages led 
to the migration of peoples to the New World and brought 
fresh promises of liberty and freedom to the Old. 

In this present age of epic journeys in space, we can 
appreciate more than ever the great achievements of 
Christopher Columbus. An intrepid explorer, a supreme 
navigator, but above all a man of unshakeable faith and 
courage, this son of Italy sailed in the service of the Spanish 
crown on a mission that forever broadened man’s hopes 
and horizons. 

We take pride in commemorating the vision and de 
termination of Christopher Columbus, and carry forward 
his spirit of exploration as part of our national heritage. 

In tribute to the achievements of Columbus, the Con- 
gress of the United States, by joint resolution ap 
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April 30, 1934 (48 Stat. 657), as modified by the Act 
of June 28, 1968 (82 Stat. 250), requested the Presi- 
dent to proclaim the second Monday in October of each 
year as Columbus Day. 

Now, THEREFORE, I, RicHarp Nrxon, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby designate Monday, 
October 11, 1971, as Columbus Day; and I invite the 
people of this Nation to observe that day in schools, 
churches, and other suitable places with appropriate cere- 
monies in honor of the great explorer. 

| also direct that the flag of the United States be dis- 
layed on all public buildings on the appointed day in 
memory of Christopher Columbus.

Deferment of Federal Wage Increases 


The President’s Message to the Congress. 
Dated August 31, 1971. Released September 1, 1971 


To the Congress of the United States: 

On August 15, 1971 I announced a number of new 
economic initiatives to create new jobs, to hold down the 
cost of living, and to stabilize the dollar. In this connec- 
tion, Executive Order 11615 calls for the development of 
policies, mechanisms and procedures to maintain eco- 
nomic growth without inflationary increases after the 
end of the 90-day freeze period which the order imposes. 
It is equally essential that the tax reductions which I 
recommended to the Congress, to provide a powerful 
stimulus to the economy, not be inflationary in their im- 
pact. A significant reduction in Federal expenditures is 
needed to provide a balance. 

Since continuing emphasis will be placed on the exer- 
cise of responsible industrial and labor leadership through- 
out the Nation in the months to come, I must apply such 
fiscal restraints as will clearly signify the good faith of the 
Federal Government as a major employer, and to con- 
tinue to set an example for the American people in our 
stiving to achieve prosperity in peacetime. I place full 
reliance on the willingness of Federal employees along with 
their fellow Americans, to make whatever temporary 
sacrifices in personal gain may be needed to attain the 
Seater good for the country as a whole. 

erefore, in consideration of the economic conditions 
affecting the general welfare, I hereby transmit to the 
gress the following alternative plan, as authorized and 
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required by section 5305(c) (1) of title 5, United States 
Code: 


Such adjustments in the rates of pay of each Federal 
statutory pay system as may be required, based on the 
1971 Bureau of Labor Statistics survey, shall become 
effective on the first day of the first applicable pay 
period that begins on or after July 1, 1972. 


I recognize that delaying the scheduled January 1972 
increase to July 1972 means that two increases will then 
become due within a period of approximately three 
months. Since I am unable to predict whether two in- 
creases in such a relatively short time span will have a 
damaging effect on the economy, I am not prepared to 
make a decision with respect to the October 1972 in- 
crease at this time. After reviewing the economic situation 
during the first half of 1972, I will give serious considera- 
tion to the need for an alternative plan to that scheduled 
increase. If I conclude that an alternative plan is neces- 
sary I will, in accordance with the aforementioned provi- 
sion of law, submit such a plan to Congress before Septem- 
ber 1, 1972. It appears highly unlikely that any such plan 
would involve a postponement of the October 1972 ad- 
justments beyond January 1973. 

Our Nation’s public servants are entitled to a fair 
wage in line with the established policy of comparability 
with private enterprise; I regret the necessity of post- 
poning pay increases, but our fight against the rising cost 
of living must take precedence. Of course, success in hold- 
ing down inflation will benefit the Government worker as 
well as all Americans. 


I urge your support of this postponement.

Deferment of Federal Wage Increases 


The President’s Memorandum for the Heads of 
Executive Departments and Agencies. 
September 1, 1971 


On August 15, 1971, I announced a number of new 
economic initiatives to combat the persistent problems of 
inflation and unemployment. One of the key aims of 
Executive Order 11615 is a sustained effort to achieve 
continuing stabilization of salaries, wages, prices and rents 
throughout the economy. 

One of the actions which I announced to implement 
the new economic policy is to defer pay raises for Federal 
workers for a period of six months. Accordingly, in order 
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to comply with the needs of the public interest, as pro- 
vided in subchapter IV of Chapter 53 of title 5, United 
States Code, I direct that the schedules for conducting 
wage surveys be revised so that beginning September 1, 
1971, wage adjustments for all Federal wage employees 
will be delayed for a total period of six months, including 
the delay occasioned by my action of August 15, 1971. As 
soon as practicable following the period of delay, the 
normal survey cycle should be resumed. 

I am designating the Chairman of the Civil Service 
Commission to coordinate the requirements of this di- 
rective and to develop similar plans with the heads of 
executive departments and agencies having negotiated 
wage schedules and rates or wage schedules which are 
administratively established so that an equivalent defer- 
ment of any wage increases will be achieved for Federal 
wage employees covered by such plans.

Office of Economic Opportunity 


Announcement of Intention To Nominate Phillip V. 
Sanchez To Be Director. September 2, 1971 


The President today announced his intention to nom- 
inate Phillip V. Sanchez to be Director of the Office 
of Economic Opportunity. Sanchez will succeed Frank 
Carlucci, who has been appointed Associate Director of 
the Office of Management and Budget, succeeding Arnold 
R. Weber. 

Sanchez has served as Assistant Director of OEO for 
Operations since May 5, 1971. He was nominated to 
that position by the President in February 1971. Carlucci 
also served as Assistant Director of OEO for Operations 
before becoming Director of OEO on December 9, 
1970, succeeding Donald R. Rumsfeld, Counsellor to the 
President. 

Born in Pinedale, Calif., Sanchez, 41, received his 
bachelor’s degree from Fresno State College in 1953. 
He also has a master’s degree in political science from 
Fresno State. Sanchez joined the Fresno County service 
as an administrative analyst in 1956. In 1962, he was 
named Fresno County Administrator, becoming, at 33, 
the youngest county executive in the State. The follow- 
ing year, he was named one of California’s “five out- 
standing young men” by the State Jaycees, 


Sanchez was appointed by Governor Reagan to the 
board of trustees of California State Colleges and was 
a member of the governing board of the California 
Community Colleges. He is a member of the Fresno State 
College Advisory Board, a member of the board of the 
United Negro College Fund, and previously served as 
a trustee of the Clovis Unified School District. 

Sanchez is a member of the American Society for 
Public Administration, the Western Governmental Re- 
search Association, the National Association of County 
Administrators, the Fresno Junior Chamber of Com. 
merce, the Mexican-American Manpower Development 
Association, and the League of United Latin-American 
Citizens. He is married and has four children. They reside 
in Washington, D.C.

Announcement of Appointment of the Chairman and 
Four Members of the Panel. September 2, 1971 


The President today announced the appointment of 
five persons to be members of the new President’s Ad- 
visory Panel on Timber and the Environment. Named as 
Chairman of the Panel is Frederick A. Seaton of Hastings, 
Nebr. Mr. Seaton, who is currently a newspaper publisher, 
served as Assistant Secretary of Defense for Legislative 
Affairs from 1953 to 1956 and Secretary of the Interior 
from 1956 to 1961. Other appointees are: 

StepHEN H. Spurr, of Ann Arbor, Mich., president, University 


of Texas, Austin, Tex.; formerly dean, Horace Rackman School 
of Graduate Studies, University of Michigan. 


Marion Ciawson, of Chevy Chase, Md., Resources for the 
Future, Washington, D.C. 


Ratpu D. Honces, Jr., of the District of Columbia, vice president 
and general manager, National Forest Products Association, 
Washington, D.C. 


Donatp J. Zinn, of Peace Dale, R.I., professor of zoology, Uni- 
versity of Rhode Island, Kingston, R.I., past president of 
the National Wildlife Federation. 

In his June 19, 1970, statement on the report of the 
Task Force on Softwood Lumber and Plywood, the Pres 
ident concurred with their recommendation that a panel 
of outstanding citizens be invited to study the entire range 
of timber management problems. The Panel will advise 
the President on matters associated with increasing the 
Nation’s supply of timber to meet growing housing 
needs while protecting and enhancing the quality of out 
environment. 
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The Panel will make recommendations on such mat- 
ters as the desirable level of timber harvest on Federal 
lands and methods of accomplishing the harvest while 
ensuring adequate protection for the environment; the 
costs and benefits of alternative forest management pro- 
grams; citizen involvement in forestry programs; timber 
sales procedures; and the possibilities of increasing tim- 
ber productivity on non-Federal lands. 

The President has directed the Panel to report July 1, 
1972, on these matters and to deliver copies of their 
report to the Secretary of Agriculture and the Chairman 
of the Council of Economic Advisers,
